COURT REFUSES TO ACT. 
Judge Grosseup Declares It Has 
No Jurisdiction in’ the, 
West Park Board 

Matter. 


GOVERNOR HINTS AT ACTION 


President Joseph W. Suddard of the West 
Park board will turn over today or tomorrow 
to ex-Congressman Edward T. Noonan a 
check for $15,000, the balance of his claim 
of $19,800 for services in the case against the 
National Bank of Illinois. 

On the decision of Judge Grosscup that 
the United States Circuit Court had no juris- 
diction in the matter the Park Commission- 
ers agreed to stop litigation and pay the fee. 
Judge Grosscup informed the commissioners 
that, as they already had voted the payment 
of the fee, there was no reason for judicial 
proceedings. 

At the same time Mr. Noonan is paid At- 
torneys John 8. Miller and Edward O. Brown, 
who were counsel in the case, each will re- 
ceive $7,500 as payment in full for their 
services. F | 


Voted at Secret Meeting. | 

The Park board voted the payment o 
the fee at a secret meeting held one even- 
ing a month ago, Attorny Francfs A. Rid- 
dle, counsel for the board, who was not 
present at the meeting, enfered the protest 
that Attorneys Miller and Brown had done 
as much as Mr. Noonan toward the recovery 
of the $316,000 park funds from the Iili- 
nois National Bank. The charge was made 
that Mr. Noonan, a Democrat, had been 
so exceptionally favored in the amount of 
His fee in order that he might be provided 
with a campaign fund to enable him to 
continue his independent race for Congress- 


man in the Fifth District: The inference 
was hinted that Congressman Lorimer dic- 


tated the action of the secret meeting of the 
board. 

Attorney Riddle’s activity in the matter 
evoked a protest from President Suddard 
when the case was brought up in Judge 
{zrosscup’s court yesterday. Turning on 
Mr. Riddle, Mr. Suddard declared: 

“I came here to keep an eye on Lawyer 
Riddle and to see that the board fs not again 
made the assertion that “the board was 
going to get a.new attorney and that Lawyer 
Riddle’s advice no longer would be sought 
by the board.”’ 


Court Proceedings Brief. — 

Congressman Noonan was not present, but 
was represented by his counsel, Attorney 
John M. Harlan. Others present were At- 
torney Miller, Attorney Brown, and Attor- 
ney Frank H. Jones, representing Colonel 
E. A. Potter, receiver of the insolvent bank. 

The matter came before Judge Grosscup 
with the presentation by Attorney Riddie 
of an order to be entered by the Judge ap- 
proving the settlement recently made be- 
tween the Park board, Controller of the Cur- 
rency Dawes, and Receiver Potter. 

President Suddard told the court that Gov- 
ernor Tanner recently had approved allow- 
ing Mr. Noonan’s fee. Judge Grosscup re- 
plied that the Governor could not confer 
authority on the court. ; 

Attorney Harlan argued that the sum 
asked by Mr. Noonan was reasonable in 
consideration of the value of the services 
he performed. Judge Grosscup suddenly put 
a stop to the arguments. He declared he 
was not sitting as a referee, on whom the 
Park Commissioners might shift the re- 
sponsibility for paying out the fee demanded 
by Mr. Noonan. He told the lawyers that 
unless they could jproduce a contract show- 
ing that Mr. Nopnan had a lien on the 
amount which the Park board Is to recover 
from the insolvent, bank he had no jurisdic- 
tion In the case. oe Suddard and Attorney 
Harlan were given until Thursday to produce 
the contract. . 


Suddard Says Fee Will Be Paid. 


“The case will goino further,’’ said Mr. Sud- 
dard. “ We will ier the fee, and that will 


settle it. If we kept up the Ntigationm it 
would tie up the funds we have recovered. 


sidered the attorney of the West Park board 
any longer. gute acted arbitrarily in this 
matter. It is probable that Mr. Riddle will 
be asked to tender his resignation at the next 
meeting of the board. Attorney Riddie’s 
salary as counsel for the board is $3,500 a 
year. During the case againet the National 
Bank of Illinois he accepted additionai sal- 
ary for his services, and {t was thought by 
some of the Park Commissioners that he 
should have been contented with his regular 
salary. 

“As far as the justice of Mr. Noonan’s 
fee is concerned I will say that State’s At- 
torney Deneen, who reviewed the work done 
by Mr. Noonan, gave it as his personal opin- 
lon that the fee was not exorbitant.”’ 

It is claimed that Mr. Noonan worked for 
weeks with a large force of clerks at large ex- 
pense to himself, over the books of the bank, 
collecting the evidence that resulted in vic- 
tory for the West Park board. 

Mr. Riddle declined to discuss either the 
action of Judge Grosscup or the charge of 


Mr. Suddard. « 


. Noonan Files a Petition. 


Mr. Noonan filed in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court a petition in which he asks the 
court to allow him his claim of $15,000, which, 
he says, has been appropriated for his use by 
the board. He gives an account of his work 
in the case and says his original claim 
against the board was for $31,500, which he 
was afterward induced to reduce. He says 
the Park Commissioners agreed to take this 
amount out of their judgment for $221,209, 
put he has not yet received the money. 

Mr. Noonan has’, been declared not to be 
the regular nominee for Congress in the 
Fifth District, as stated elsewhere in THE

LARGE GIF? FOR BELOIT 


TRUSTEE OFFERS $200,000 IF 
$150,000 MORE BE RAISED. 


Of Latter Amount $30,000 Is Pledged 
at Once by Members in Session at 
Union League Cluab—Name of Donor 
of Larger Amount Withheld, but 
‘Unconfirmed Report Specifies Frank 
G. Logan—Little Doubt of Obtaining 
the Money Soon. 


An endowment fund of $350,000 was placed 
within th@ reach of the trustees of Beloit 
College at a meeting of the Ways and Means 
committee at the Union League club yes- 
terday. One of the trustees announced that 
if $150,000 was raised by other friends of 
the institution a check for $200,000 would 
be placed in the committee's hands imme- 
diately by him. Thirty thousand dollars of 
the $150,000 required was pledged imme- 
diately by members of the committee who 
were present, and President Edward D. 
Eaton of the college asserted that the re- 
mainder would be raised and the $200,000 
claimed before Jan. 1, 1901. There is an un- 
confirmed report that Frank G. Logan prom- 
ised the $200,000. 

The announcement of the large endow- 
ment that, from the stated conditions, 
seemed to be almost in the grasp of the in- 
stitution, caused first surprise and then en- 
thusiasm on the part of the trustees. The 
meeting of the committee had been called 
especially that the announcement might be 
made, but not all the trustees were in the 


secret. Those who were present were: 
Elbridge G. Keith, Frank G. Logan, 
H. 8. Usborne, EK. H. Pitkin, 
James H. Moore, Philo F. Pettibone, 
v. G. F. 8. Savage, G. E. Hale, 
G. 8. Lord of Elgin. John D 
College Has Annual Deficit. 


Additional endowment is needed by the 
college, which for several years has suffered 
an annual deficit of from $11,000 to $15,000 
owing to the increased expenses occasioned 
by the growth of the institution and the 
shrinkage in its revenues owing to the de- 
creased rate of interest on its invested 
funds. Means often have been discussed 
by which an endowment large enough to 
cover the deficit or give the trustees a sur- 
plus could be raised, but no satisfactory 
solution of the problem came until the an- 
nouncement made at the meeting yesterday. 

The name of the guarantor of the $200,000 
and the names of those who immediately 
subscribed $30,000 are kept secret, owing to 
an agreement entered into by all present at 
the meeting. When asked whether Frank 
G. Logan was the man none of the trustees 
approached denied it and none would af- 
firm it. | 

“Mr. Logan is one of the most earnest 
supporters the college has," said Trustee 
Pettibone, as his reply. 

**I am under pledge not to reveal the name 
of the man who proffered Beloit $200,000,” 
said Trustee Pitkin. “‘ However, what does 
Mr. Logan himself say about it? ”’ 

.“* Mr. Logan is an extremely modest man,”’ 
was all the comment Trustee Moore had to 
offer. 


Logan Says It Will Be Raised. 
Trustee Frank G. Logan himself did not 
want to discuss the amount that had been 
offered, although he was willing to admit 


“The money will be raised for old Be- 
loit,”” said Mr.-Logan, “‘and there will be 
but little trouble about it, I think. Jan. 1, 
1901, will see the $350,000 a material fact, 
and progress, which always has beeh made 
by the college, will not be staid for the 
ensuing years by the fact that earlier en- 
dowments have failed to support the insti- 
tution in its maturity.’’ 

Beloit celebrated its fiftieth anniversary in | 
1897. It has the unique distinction of having 
had but two Presidents in its half century of 
life, the Rev. A. L. Chapin, one of the found- 


ers and jts first President, having been suc- 


ceeded only fourteen years ago by the pres- 
ent President, the Rev. Edward D. Eaton, 
an alumnus of the college. Since its founding 
Beloit has grown steadily. On several occa- 
sions it has been the beneficiary of the gen- 
erosity of Dr. D. K. Pearsons.

CHICAGO WOMAN SAYS SHE RE- 
FUSED LEGION OF HONOR. 


French Decoration Declined After Com- 
missioner General Peck Requested 
It—No Friction with the Officials 
Over Exposition Affairs — Story of 
Loss of a Valuable Diamond Neck- 
lace False — Family Will Not Re- 
move to New York as Rumored. 


New York, Oct. 23.—[Special.]—Potter 
Palmer, Mrs. Palmer, and their son, Hon- 
oré Palmer, arrived on the Kaiser Wilhelm 
der Grosse today. The ship was several 
hours behind schedule and had a rough, un- 
qventful trip. 

Mrs. Palmer wore a becoming dark gray 
sult, trimmed with black velvet, and a jarge 
hat;>‘whose entire front was concealed with 
an enormous gray feather, which created the 
effect of a large bird nesting gracefully and 
most becomingly upon her head. She talked 
freely while the ship was in quarantine and 
when it steamed up the bay, and cleared up 
several questions regarding her experiencés 
in Paris that have been obscured owing to 
the absence of any authoritative statements 
from her. 

Mrs. Palmer denied that she ever applied 
for or wanted the decoration of the cross 
of the Legion of Honor from the French 


government. 


Tells of Work at Exposition. 

‘* I was the only original American woman 
commiseioner,’’ said she. ‘‘ Later Mrs. Dan- 
jel Manning was made a member of the 
commission through courtesy., This coyrt- 
esy was extended to her because she was 
the representative of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution and the government's 
representative at the unvelling of the La- 
fayette statue. 

‘* During August, while I wae in Switzer- 
land, the American commission passed a 
resolution recommending to the French gov- 
ernment that it should decorate Mrs. Man- 
ning and myself with the cross of the Legion 
of Honor. This resolution was transmitted 
to the Minister of Foreign Affairs. When 
I returned from Washington I heard of it 
for the first time. ‘ 


“I did not feel that it was right that I. 


should be so honored when the men on the 


commission were not to be thus recognized. 


I thought, furthermore, that ail of my ener- 


gies ought to be devoted to getting honors. 


and awards for American women exhibiters 
at the fair and not for myself. ‘ 


Declined Legion of Honor Cross. 


** Such being my feeling I went to Director 


General Peck and told him that I thought 
the honor ought to be conferred upon those 
who had done more than I had. I declined 
the honor and asked Mr. Peck to withdraw 
my name. I understood and stil? understand 
that he did so. 

“I met socially the French Minister of 
Foreign Affairs about this time, and I made 
the same request of him that I had made 
of Commissioner General Peck. 

“I sincerely hope that the newspapers 
will not ridicule the matter of the refusal on 
my part to be decorated. 


No Friction with Mr. Peck. 

“As to the report of friction between Com- 
missioner General Peck and myself in regard 
to the policy and matter of detail, that js all 
nonsense.

HOW PRICES WERE STOLEN 


OSCAR M. STONE REVEALS SCHEME 
OF SECURING QUOTATIONS. 


Method of Furnishing Bucket Shops 
with Market Fluctuations Consist- 
ed in Placing a Spy Near the Black- 
board of a Regular Commission 
House and Have Him Signal a 
Watcher the Movements — Ficld 
Glasses Also Employed. - 


Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 23.—[Special.J—A 
clever scheme devised to secure the Chicago 
Board of Trade quotations, to be supplied to 
bucket shops; {s told in the testimony which 
was filed with Clerk Kurtz of the United 
States Court today. 

Men went about looking in through the 
doors of the commission houses at Chicago 
saw the figures on the blackboards, and 
either signaled to a certain office window or 
else went to the nearest telephone and quick- 
ly sent to a certain office the result of their 
observations. In one instance an office was 
established across the alley froma La Salle 
street commission house, and the figures on 
the board were read through an opening and- 
the result telegraphed to a certain office. 

The central office was located in the Con- 
gress Building, Chicago, and from there over 
the telegraph wires the quotations were sent 
out to different bucket shops in Chicago, St. 
Louls, Cincinnati, and Milwaukee. 

The most ingenious part of the whole thing 
was the system of signaling established. It 
is not known exactly how it was.all done, for 
the inventor, when on the stand, refused to 
testify wholly. He went so far as to say 
that it consisted in standing in certain posi- 
tions, but refused to explain in detail, as ** his, 
brain was his capital” and he did not pro- 
pose to give away his’stock in trade. 


How the Facts Came Out. 


The secret was revealed by Oscar M. Stone 
in an examination conducted before Commis- 
sioner Harper in Chicago. It was through 
Mr. Stone that the outside brokers were fur- 
nised as long as they used Chicago quota- 
tions. Mr. Stone operated as the Independent 
Telegraph company, together with George F. 
Hoyt. 

In the manner described the Chicago quota- 
tions and the London, Liverpool, and Paris 
markets were furnished to various custom- 
ers, among them Moody & Co., the Traders’ 
Exchange, and a long list of Chicago firms 
and firms in St. Louis and Cincinnati. The 
outside firms secured the quotations over the 
Western Union wires. Chicago firms paid 
$20 per week for the service, while outside 
firms paid $50 per week. 

Mr. Stone had two offices, one on the third 
floor and one on the fifth floor of the building 
where he was located. The wires ran from 
the building to the office of Moody & Co., 
across the street in a pipe under ground, and 
then for the rest of the way to the other 
offices over the roofs of buildings. These 
were old abandoned wires that were not used 
by the telephone company. Mr. Stone asked 
permission of no one to use them, 


Elaborate System of Spying. 

Stone had three telephones in his offices, 
and they were in use almost constantly from 
9:15 o'clock in the morning until 1:15 In the 
afternoon. Six men were employed to get 
the quotations. One man would get one op- 
tion on wheat and another man would secure 
another option. They alternated on differ- 
ent days. The men were given a list of of- 
fices where blackboards were posted, but 
were cautioned not to go to the open Board 
of Trade. 

George F. Hoyt, Mr. Stone's partner in the 
venture, corroborated the statements of Mr. 
Stone concerning the telephones and the sig- 
nals. He said he presided at a wire in a room 
across an alley from the broker's of- 
fice. On .a bright day the figures on the 
broker's board could be easily scanned. 
On a dark day glasses were necessary to 
make thém out. 

The company cut all of its wires at 1:30 
o’clock on the afternoon .of Oct. 10, Judge 
Kohlsaat having issued an injunctional or- 
der restrajning them from further opera- 
tions. Mr. Hoyt said they did not care to 
clash with Judge Kohlsaat.

THIEF A LEADER IN HOME TOWN, 


New York, Oct. 23.—[Special. ]—One of the 
oldest and richest financial institutions In 
America, the First National Bank of New 
York, at 2 Wall! street, has been robbed of 
$700,000, and possibly much more. 1 

Cornelius L. Alvord Jr., note teller, a truste 
ed employé for twenty years, is accused of 
the theft and Is a fugitive. His is the biggest 
bank defalcation ever known in New York. 

National bank examiners two weeks ago 
went over his books, but pronounced thenp 
correct, so skillfully had they been manipu« 
lated. An accidental discovery of a fellowe 
employé ten days ago led to a second ex 
amination, which revealed the thefts. 

Alvord was. at the bank last Thursday, 


but vanished on learning that his booke were 


being examined. One story says he went to 
South America, another Europe, a third that 
he was seen boarding a train for Montreal. 
Alvord ts 50 years old, tall and portly, 
weighing 300 pounds. He has a wife ang 
three children. The family lived in a pre 
tentious housé at Mount Vernon and ¢en< 
tertained laviglily. He also had extensive 
apartments at a Saratoga hotel, where he 
lived last summer at the rate of §300 a week, 
spending his evenings there and taking @ 
morking express in time to get to the bank, 
‘His vacation was spent at Saratoga, where 
he cut a wide swath in the gambling-houses, 
It has been learned that he played the races 


and frequented rooms where roulette 


faro is played. | 
Lived Beyond His Means... 
In Wall street Alvord was exceedingly well 
known, and his friends supposed he had made 
money in speculation. His salary was $5,000: 
a year, his living expenses at least $20,000. | 
Most of the stolen money, it is supposed, 
was lost in gambling and unlucky specula- 
tions. Attorneys for the bank announced late 
this afternoon that they had located $200,000 


in securities and real estate in Alvord’s name, | 


which they will attach. 

Although the peculations exceed the bank's 
$500,000 capital, the last statement showed @ 
surplus of $5,000.000 and profits of $4,000,000, 
so that the theft was comparatively only & 
drop in the bucket.

Announcement of the defalcation was mad@ 
by Vice President Frank H. Hine, and the 
scene was a remarkable one. When news” 


of the robbery had been spread by thetape  — 


in the banking and brokerage offices many, 
financial men hastened to the First National 
Bank. They and a crowd of reporters al- 
most filled the large main office of the bank 
on the second floor of the building. President - 
George F. Baker was in his private office and 
was not to be seen. All inquirers w re- 
ferred to Vice President Hine. Mr. Hine, 
urbane and unguffied, sat behind a window 
around which wicker work arose to a height | 
of several feet. Mr. Hine smiled benevolent- 


ly at the eagerness of the inquirers who be- 


sieged him, and remarked quietly as if tha | 


incident was of the smallest importance; 


“If you wait a few minutes I'll hand you@ | 


typewritten statement.” | 

Mr. Hine, President George F. Baker, 
Cashier William B. Reed, and Directors 
Harry C. Fahnestock William Fahnestock, 
and James A. Garland then held a cone 
sultation. The directors had been hastily 
summoned. Their entrance, breathless and 
excited, created a stir among the employés, 
most of whom had stopped their work to 
watch the interesting scene.

Official Statement of the Theft. 

‘‘ Now, gentlemen,” resumed the beaming 
Mr. Hine, ‘I shall say not one word more 
than Is in the typewritten statement which 
I shall distribute to the members of the 
press. I have dictated what the directors 
think {s necessary for the public to know,”*. 


Presently a stenographer appeared at Mr, | 


Hine’'s elbow with a big stack of typewritten 
‘statements, and these Mr. Hine distributed 


to the outstretched hands that were thrust — 


through the window. There were half a 
dozen hands thrust through the-.window at 
once, and Mr. Hine thrust one into each 
bunch of nervous, clutching fingers. The 
statement was as follows: | 

‘‘ Cornelius L. Alvord, who has been in the 
employ of the First National Bank for many 
years, is a defaulter to a large amount. His 
operations have continued for a considerable 
period, and have been skillfully concealed 
through a manipulation of his balance book. 
The discovery was made by one of the bank's 
employés a few days after the completion of 
an examination of the bank by the United 
States examiners. | 

‘* During the continuance of his peculations 
periodical examinations have been made by 
several distinct corps of examiners rcpre- 
senting the Controller's department—all ex- 
pert accountants—and the bank also has fre- 
quent independent examinations. None of 
these examinations developed any irregulari- 
ties. 

“The aggregate of the false entries, 
amounting to $700,000, has been charged off 
on the books of the bank out of the reserve 
fund without diminishing the surplue and | 
profits of the bank as reported fm its last:

Dr. Barrows Talks of Expansion. 

The first session of the thirty-second an- 
nual meeting of the Woman’s Board of Mis- 
sions of the Interior was held at Kenwood 
Evangelical Church during the day. It was 
devoted to entertainment, no business being 
transacted. At the evening session address- 
es were delivered by Miss Virginia Murdock, 
who recently returned from China, and the 
Rev. John Henry Barrows, President of 
Oberlin College. ; 

Dr. Barrows dwelt upon the fact that the 
United States is the most potent factor in 
the civilization of the Orient, and said that 
it is simply inevitable that America should 
extend its commerce to the ends of the earth, 
no matter whether the question of thesafety 
of missionaries enters into consideration. He 
said the chief cause of the recent uprising 
of the Chinese against the foreigners was 
the selfishness, robbery, and greed of the so- 
called Christian powers. 

“We may well rejoice,” he continted, 
“that in these later days America means 
far more than ever to the world of the Orient. 
When I was In Chinese waters an old side- 
wheel steamer bearing the American flag 
was the only memorial and measure of our 
national greatness. After our victory over 
Spain the mighty Oregon and victorious 
Olympia became the symbols of American 
power, and today we are told our flag for 


‘ the first time is respected along a coast 


line of 5,000 miles upon which dwell nearly 
half the human race.”’ 


CRIPPLE DECLARES HE 
WAS TWICE SWINDLED 
BY WOMEN HE LOVED. 


Andrew Leitner, Former Elevator Man 
at the County Hospital, Has Eighty 
Cents Left to Remind Him of His 


Two Fiancees. 


After being swindled out of $800, according 
to his own story, by a woman he intended to 
marry, Andrew Leitner, a cripple, who for 
a number of years was an elevator conductor 
in the County Hospital, allowed a second 
fiancée to induce him to spend what money 
he had left.

Leitner did not spend much time mourn- 
ing over his loss, but, it is declared, began 
paying attentions to Miss Walters, who lives 
‘at 230 West Randolph street and who had 
also been a patient at the hospital. Leitner 
still had $700. The couple, it is said, were to 
have been married yesterday, and in prepa- 
ration for the wedding Leitner says he spent 
$680 in purchasing furniture, clothes, and 
jewelry for Miss Walters. He went to her 
house yesterday to meét her, but she was 
gone. Leitner procured a revolver. His 
actions attracted the attention of neighbors 
and the police took him in. 

Later Miss Walters was arrested, charged 
with larceny. She was released on bail.

BRYAN OU? IN THE RAIN 


DEMOCRATIC NOMINEE FINDS BAD 
WEATHER IN MARYLAND. 


Seven Speeches Are Delivered at Towns 
on the Way to Baltimore, Where 
Two Meetings Are Held in the Even- 
ing—Large Crowds Greet the Candi- 
date Everywhere—Brief Stop Made 
at Washington, D. C., Where the Ne- 
braskan Rides in an Automobile. . 


Baltimore, Md., Oct. 23.—William J. Bryan, 
the Democratic Presidential candidate, *de- 
voted the entire day to speech-making in 
Maryland, speaking in succession at Rock- 
ville, Frederick, Bruceville, Union Bridge, 
New Windsor, Westminster, Glyndon, andin 
this city this evening. The Rockville meet- 
ing was the only one of the day that was not 
marred by rain. On account of the dewn- 
pour most of the meetings were cut short, 
but the crowds in each case remained until 
Mr. Bryan had confluded his remarks. 

The greeting extended to Mr. Bryan on his 
arrival here this evening and during the 
meetings held inside and outside of Music 
Hall was limited in numbers only by the 
capacity of the places in which the meetings 
were held, and in enthusiasm only by the 
ability of the crowds to give expression to it. 

lt was raining gently but steadily when the 
special train bearing the candidate pulled 
faco Union Station, an hour late, but this did 
not prevent the assemblage of a crowd of 
fully 10,000 persons about the depot. A pa- 
rade was formed and Mr. Bryan drove at its 
head to the Hotel Rennert, where he dined 
with several Democratic leaders, including 
Former United States Senator Arthur P. 
Gorman, Governor John Walter Smith, and 
Mayor Hayes of this city. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 28.—William J. 
Bryan spent an hour and a quarter at the 
national capital today. His train arrived 
over the Chesapeake and Ohio rallroad from 
West Virginia at 7:55 o'clock this morning, an 
hour late. About 1,000 persons were await- 
ing him at the depot. A force of three score 
policemen and detectives were distributed 
between the two depots to maintain order.

Benjamin Harrison Quotes from His 
Speech in Paris to Show Attitude 
as to the Philippines. 


Baltimore, Md., Oct. 23.—[Special.]—For- 
mer Congressman John V. L. Findlay of this 
city today received a letter from former 
President Harrison, for many years his 
warm personal friend. Mr. Harrison ex- 
pressed his pleasure at Mr. Findlay;s predic- 
tions that Maryland will again be in line for 
McKinley, and writes that he hopes Mr.

ELECTRIC CAR LEAVES 
RAILS AND RUNS INTO 


FRONT OF BARBER SHOP. | 


Trolley Jumps from Track Across Ditch 
and Sidewalk in Austin, Smashing 
Window—Wrecking Crew Cuts Coach 
Out—Conductor Only Person Hurt. 


An electric car running at full speed 
jumped the track in front of 5217 West Chi- 
cago avenue, Austin, early this morning. 
Before the brakes could be applied the car 
had leaped the ditch and sidewalk and 
crashed into the front of a barber shop. 
The force of the collision was so great that 
the front of the shop was smashed in, and 
the car stopped only after it was half way 
into the building. It was wedged so tightly 
that the wrecking crew of the street car com- 
pany worked several hours before it was 
released. 

Three passengers were on the car at the 
time of the accident, but they all escaped in- 
jury, and left the scene without giving their 
names before the arrival of the police. The 
only person injured was William Gerber, the 
conductor, who was thrown from the rear 
platform when the car left the track. The 
left side of his head was badly cut and his 
arms and legs were scratched. - 

The car was east-bound and running at a 
high speed when it left the raile. The shop 
is owned by Frank Davis; and in front of the 
place is a ditch nearly four feet wide. The 
tracks near the scene of the accident are 
said to have been out of repair for some 
time, and this is supposed to have caused 
the mishap. The passengers in the car did 
not have time to leave their seats before 
the collision.

TELLS OF COLLEGE WOR 


YALE’S PRESIDENT SPEAKS AT 
VANDERBILT UNIVERSITY. 


Southern Schools Twenty-fifth An- 
miversary Made the Occasion of 
the Presentation of Kissam Hall, 
W. K. Vanderbilt's Gift—Orator of 
the Day Talks of “Direction of 
American University Development,” 
Touching on Trusts and Politics. 


Nashville, Tenn., Oct. 23.—The continua- 
tion of the exercises in celebration of the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of Vanderbilt 
University were held today in the Gospel 
Tabernacle. The members of the faculty 
and Board of Trustees, stidents, and ex- 
students of the university formed in proces- 
sion on the grounds and proceeded to the 
tabernacle. The gown and cap recently 
adopted were worn for the first time on this 
occasion. 

There were present at the tabernacle rep- 
resentatives' of many other colleges and 
universites and friends of Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity. Addresses were delivered by Pres- 
ident Arthur T. Hadley of Yale and Chancel- 
lor Kirkland of Vanderbilt, and the presen- 
tation of Kissam Hall, the gift of W. K. 
Vanderbilt, followed. An elaborate musical 
program was rendered. 

This afternoon a reception was given by 
the chancellor and Board of Trustees. 


Hadley’s Talk Includes Trusts. 
President Hadley’s address was entitled 
“The Direction of Amerigan University De- 
velopment.”” He said in part: 
‘** Among the many distinctive features of 
American life there is none more distinctive 
than the great movement of the last forty 


educational institutions—that movement 
which has resulted in the establishment of 
Cornell and of Johns Hopkins, of Chicago 
and of Leland Stanford; that movement 
which in the new South is led by Vanderbilt 
University at Nashville. 

‘The founders of the nation saw that free 
men must have the knowledge necessary to 
enable them to use that freedom to the pub- 
lic advantage. But mere intelligence on the 
part of the voters, however great, is not suffi- 
cient to secure wise administration of the af- 
fairs of the country asa whole. Each change 
in industrial and political methods makes it 
clearer that they must have also a sense of 
trusteeship; and the training of this sense of 
trusteeship is at once a more difficult and a 
more important thing than the development 
of mere political intelligence. 

‘*Our great organizations of capital,”’ the 
speaker continued, “‘ and the organizations 
of labor also, are trusts in a sense which was 
not dreamed of when that word was first ap- 
plied to them. Their dangers can be effect- 
ively met only when their character as trusts 
is recognized; only when there a sense of 
honor in conducting them and a true public 
sentiment in dealing with them. Such pub- 
lic sentiment does not exist to any adequate 
degree. It must be developed or else we 
must lose our industrial liberty and gravi- 
tate toward a dictatorship. 


Necessity for Political Reform. 

‘*There has been a similar development 
in matters political. The doctrine that each 
citizen and each district should get all that 
it can out of the genera] Treasury inevita- 
bly results in a sacrifice of the interests of 
the whole to that of the parts. The only pro- 
tection for us, and even more for the terri- 
tory just annexed, whatever its final des- 
tiny, lies in the development of the sense of 
political trusteeship. 

“The task of creating such a sentiment is 
so great that the codperation of many agen- 
cles is required to give it effect. But there 
is no one part of our national life where 
there are so many opportunities for its devel- 
opment as in our colleges and universities. 

** Now, the thing which makes college life 
of the greatest value to the citizenship of 
this country is that the men and women 
who come under its influence get a larger 
acquaintance with different types of char- 
acter and with different lines of human 
thought, as exemplified by living people. 
Book learning alone tends to have a narrow- 
ing effect on the intellectual vision."’ 

President Hadley then pointed out the ar- 
rangements of curriculums that he thought 
would bring about the desired results. The 
courses must be made for the workers and 
not for the idlers, he said. The features 
which he considered comprised an ideal 
course he fully explained. 

‘There was a time,” he went on, “ not so 
many years ago, when these great principles 
seemed in danger of being forgotten: when 
there was danger that general training 
would be sacrificed to technical training; 
that breadth would give place to spectaliza- 
tion: and that, in the furtherance of the edu- 
cation given by professors in their class- 
rooms, we should negiect to consider that 
wider education given by the students to one 
another. But, with the problems which have 
been forced upon us as a nation, we have 
come to consider more seriously the means 
which are needed to meet them; and the re- 
sult of that consideration is showing itself 
in the direction of unifersity development 


today.”

Bryan’s Friends—Fourteen Towns 
Visited by Republican Nominee, 


Norwich, N. Y., Oct. 23.—Governor Roose- 
velt finished the second day of his New York 
State campaign in Norwich tonight, speak- 
ing to two large audiences. He traveled to- | 
day 159 miles and made fifteen speeches, yet 
he finished his day’s work in splendid shape, 
his voice at the night meetings being clear. 

A good part of the trip today was through 
the Catskill Mountains, the towns visited be- 
ing West Hurley, Shokan, Pheenicia, Shan- 
daken, Pine Hill, Fleichmanns, Arkville, 
Stamford, Oneonta, Bloomville, Otego, Syd- 
ney. and Unadilla, previous to his arrival 

ere. 

At Norwich Governor Roosevelt took an 
entirely new subject tonight, touching most- 
ly upon State legislation. Referring to his 
efforts in framing legislation for New York 
State he said: 

“I studied with interest what had been 
done in New Zealand. New Zealand tried 
boldly a number of experiments in dealing 
with corporate wealth. I also studied the 
laws of Massaehusetts. But I car tell you 
one State we only studied a little; because 
we found nothing in it, and that wag Nebras- 
ka. They had had Populistic législation ~ 
there, and we found some legislation to avoid, 
but we did not find anything the other way. 


Hopes to Carry Nebraska. 

“TI have strong hopes that Nebraska will 
go Republican this year, and if that hap- 
pens I am willing to guarantee that two or 
three years hence we will find laws there af- 
fecting labor and corporations which will be 
good for us to study carefully in reforming 
our laws, but there is not anything there 
now.” 

In spite of the rain-storm which set in be-~~ 
fore the meeting the Governor talked to two 
crowded houses tonight, and would have 
talked to an overflow meeting outside had 
not the weather been so inclement. 

West Hurley was the first stop of the day? 
The Governor said: 

’“ It seems to me that in this campaign the 
issue is whether or not the people of the 
United States have the good sense to under- 
stand what not to do; in other words, 
whether we do or do not understand any ex- 
isting evil would be aggravated by Bryanism 
and existing good wiped out byit. There will 
always be difficulties to face, always things 
to make better, but no man qualified to ex- 
ercise In the wisest way the duties of Amer- 
ican citizenship will believe that evil ean be 
best wiped out by smashing the evil, and the 
good predominates.”’ 


Hears the Hum of Industry. 

The Roosevelt train made its second stop at 
Shokan, and there to about the entire popu- 
lation of the place the Governor said: 

“I wish the hum of industry over there 
|} @ave me a chance to speak (referring to a 
steam whistle which was tooting loudly ina 
manufacturing establishment near. the 
depot). I have but a moment here, and I 
want to call your attention to one phase of 
this contest. Mr. Bryan says he wants to 
benefit the wageworker and give him a better 
share in the prosperity. So do I. Mr. Bry- 
an’s remedy is to make the employer and the 
wageworker earn nothing, and to reduce 
them to a common level of misery.”’ 

Governor RooseveN and his party reached 
Stamford at 12:25. Considering the size of 
the village a large crowd greeted him. The 
Vice Presidential candidate had made a short 
stop at Roxbury, a few miles below, and had 
been angered by a man in the crowd yelling 
** Hurrah for Bryan.”’ 

** Hurrah for Bryan,” said the Gevernor, 
“ why do you hurrah for Bryan? When any 
man says hurrah for Bryan I always feel 
like asking why.’ [A voice: “ They can’t 
answer.’’], 

“That’s it; because Mr. Bryan has an- 
nounced Mr. Croker is the prophet of Tam- 
many Hall and the State, is why they hurrah 
for Bryan.

MAHONEY WINS HIS CONTEST. 


Election Commissioners Decide That He, 
Not Noonan, Is Fifth District Demo- 
cratic Congressional Nominee. 


The Board of Election Commissioners de- 

- cided yesterday afternoon that William F. 

Mahoney is entitled to the Democratic nom- 

ination for Congress in the Fifth District. 
Representative Edward T. Noonan was the 

contestant. 

The decision of the board was made on 800 
pages of testimony submitted regarding the 
method pursued in the Democratic conven- 
tion where the nomination was made. Judge 
Carter, in announcing the ruling, stated that 
he believed the questioned alternates were 
entitled to serve during the absences of the 
regular delegates. This gave a majority of 
the delegates—fifty-three—to Mahoney, and 
even if the chairman tried to adjourn the 
convention the majority held the right to. 
rule the convention and make the nomina- 


tion. 

Since fifty-three delegates favored the 
nomination of Mahoney they constituted a 
majority, and the board must recognize that 
majority, since it seemed to represent the 
greater portion of the district.

CHAIRMAN JONES DEMANDS DOC- 
UMENTS IN FARIS TREATY. 


Democratic Leader Issues Proclama- 
tion Insisting That President Me- 
Kinley Shall Make Public All Pri- 
vate Instructions to Peace Commis- 
sioners—National Commigtee Says 
Republicans Are Creating Race 
Prejudice Against Alschuler.

Senator James K. Jones, chairmaw of the 
Democratic National committee, assumed the 
role of Jove yesterday and launched a long 
delayed thunderbolt;into the epublican 
camp. It took the form of a d nd on 
President McKinley to make public all of the 
‘secret instructiong”’ to the Paris peace 
commissioners, the feagson given being that 
President McKinley had quoted part of them 
in his letter.of acceptance. 

Senator Jones intimates that if the whole 
of these instructions are made public it will 
result in great benefit to the Democratic 
cause, and with thig in mind he has issued 
this, his proclamation: 

The instructions given to the commissioners on 
the part of the Unit States to negotiate the 
treaty with Spain in Paris, in 1896, have never, 50 
far as I know, been made public. 

When the treaty was before the Senate for rati- 
fication there was a gfeat demand that these in- 
structions should be made public. So great was 
this desire for information that many newspapers 
published what was claimed to be inside informa- 
tion about what these inetructions contained. 
But for some reason, 4nd doubtless not an unim- 
portant one, this was not gratified. 

The President, in his jetter of acceptance, quoted 
@ part of these, as I tand, secret instruc- 
tions. I addressed him a note on Oct. 5, calling 
his attention to this t, and requested that, In- 
asmuch as the pert of the instructions which he 
considered favorable to the position of his po- 
litieal party was so used by him, the remainder 
should be made public, Conceiving it Impossible 
that the President of the United States would 
use a part of a secret document for the advance- 
ment of his personal fortunes, and the interests of 
his own political party, and at the same time re- 
fuse to the public the remainder of this document, 
I expected to have a prompt answer from the Pres- 
ident. I have now waited for more than tWo 
weeks, and have not had the honor of an ac- 
know ledgment even of the receipt of my note. 


Jones Bound to Secrecy. 

In talking of the matter Senator Jones said 
that he, of course, knew the entire text of 
these instructions. He was, however, bound 
to secrecy Im the matter, as they had been 
submitted to the Senate whenthetreaty was 
ratified in executive session, and consequemt- 
ly he, like other Senators, could not talk 
about the case. Hence he had appealed to 
the President to make public the entire docu- 
ment 

The Democratic National committee also 
launched another and minor thunderbolt. It 
took the shape of a statement that the Re- 
publicans were endeavoring to excite re- 
ligious and race prejudices in the campaign 
by working on the A. P. A. voters, and were 
especially active in attacking Alschuler on 
the ground that he is a Jew. 

On the other hané, Rabbi Hirsch ts out in 
a long article in his paper, the Reform Ad- 
vocate, in which he charges directly that 
it is the Democrats who are inciting the 
attacks on Alschuler on account of his re- 
ligion, their object being to incite the Jews, 
through resentment, to rally the more close- 
ly around him. This charge of the rabbi is 
also borne out by the remark made by 
Alschuler’s closest adviser early in the cam- 
paign, when he said: ‘All I wish is the Re- 
publicans will attack him on the ground

Pressed for Campaign Material. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 23.—[Special.)—

when asked for a statement in regard to the 
demand made upon the President by the 
chairman of the of the National Democratic 
committee. 

“If those instructions contain anything 
detrimental to the publican party I have 
failed to see it. There is nothing to conceal, 
and 4t is well known that practically all 
these instructions have been printed as pub- 
lic documents. Everything which had any 
bearing upon the treaty which would give the 
Senate any information in regard to that 
convention was sent to that body, and Séna- 
tor Jones knows it. I am not surprised at 
this story, and many more as baseless may 
be looked for as the end of the campaign 
approaches and the Democrats become more 
desperate. I doubt much if the demand will 
be heeded by the President. He has kept 
out of the campaign thus far, although he 
has been urged to participate, and you may 
be sure that he will] not be forced into it by 
such tactics as these." 


DEMOCRAT OUT FOR M’KINLEY. 


John F. Eberlein of Mishawaka, Ind., 
After Visiting Philippines, Upholds 
the Administration Policy. 


Mishawaka, Ind., Oct. 23.—[Special.]—John 
F. Eberlein, one of the most prominent citi- 
zens in this»part of Indiana and until re- 
cently an active worker in the Democratic 
party, has come out for McKinley and Roose- 
velt and is using hig best efforts to win votes 
for the Republican ticket. 

Mr. Eberlein’ was postmaster of this place 
under the last Cleveland administration.. In 
1806 he refused to follow Bryan and affiliated 
himself with the gold Democrats. This year 
it is the Philippine issue which has made 
him abandon even the name of Democrat and 
come out an avowed Republican.

MAYOR'S EXIT IS HASTY. 


City Employes and Party Ma- 
chine Men Have No Part in 
the Reception. 


SINGLE MENTION OF BRYAN. 


Four thousand persons last evening ex- 
tended to ex-Governor John P. Altgeld the 
greatest personal reception any Demo- 
cratic speaker, not excepting William Jen- 
nings Bryan, has received in Chicago dur- 
ing the present campaign. For ten minutes 


they stood on their feet and waved flags and 


handkerchiefs, accompanying the frantic 
gesticulations with cheers that made the 
Auditorium ring and echoed into the street. 

The cheers did not come from the minions 
of the city administration or the repre- 
sentatives of the Democratic County com-. 
mittee, because there was not one on the 
stage to show the throng that the hatchet 
which had been wielded by Altgeld and Har- 
rison alternately for years had been buried. 

When Samuel Alschuler, escorted by 
Mayor Harrison and Secretary Robert E. 
Burke of the County + mens had been 
led to the stage, the Mayor and Mr. Burke 
disappeared as mysteriously as if they had 
stepped into a trap an the stage and fallen 
into the darkness beneath. 

Altgeld Less Bitter. 

Mr. Altgeld seemed to expand under the 
welcome given him, and throughout his ad- 
dress the bitterness usually characteristic of 
his utterances was missing. Only wher_re- 
ferring to the regular soldier did he permit 
his cenvictions to find expression in condem- 
nation of military government and in com- 
mendation of the volunteer. Here he pointed 
to the volunteer as the mainstay of the na- 
tion, and pleaded with his auditors tomakea 
larger standing army impossible by electing 
a peaceable President. | 

Only one mention was made of Mr. Bryan 
in the entire meeting. When ex-Governor 
Altgeld had completed a brief résumé of the 
history of the Republican party, which he 
said ‘‘for forty years has shaped all the 
policies of this country,”’ and the conditions 
under which the country ts laboring at pres- 
ent, he asked what the people would get if 
they voted for a change. It was his reply to 
his ewn query that brought the cheers for the 
name of the Democratic leader: 

** During all the vilification that has been 
heaped upon him during the last four years 
no man had the hardihood to stand up and 
say the trusts could control William J. 
Bryan.” | | 

Ex-Governor Altgeld began speaking at 9 
o'clock. He was preceded by Clarence S. 
Darrow and Dr. Julia Holmes Smith, candi- 
date for trustee of the University of Illinols. 

Chairman Nober Gottlieb introduced the 
former Governor, who said‘ he desir to 
speak of the “ Decline and Fall of the Re- 
publican Party."" He began at the beginning 
when “under the leadership of Lincoln, it 
swept on to a glorious victory.’’ The con- 
demnation came later, when he said men had 
gained control of the party who desired to 
shape its policy to their own good. 

He reviewed Republican history in the 
State until a Democratic administration as- 
sumed charge in 1898. His own acts as the 
Chief Executive were enumerated and com- 
pared with the administration of Governor 
Tanner. 

Attention was turned to the national rec- 
ord of the Republican party in 1873, when, 
said the speaker, the country was on the 
verge of collapse. It revived aftera struggle 
that tested its resources, he said, to be com- 
pelled twenty years later to face the dis- 
aster of 1803, ‘‘ brought on by a Republican 
administration.”’

What we need at Washington is an admin- 
istration that will listen to the heartbeats of 
the American people and not be governed by 
selfish interests.”’ 

The speaker took up the question of ex- 
pansion and argued it at some length. He 
said the Democratic party believed in whole- 
some expansion. He hoped to see the day 
“‘when the Stars and Stripes will wave over 
one country which shall extend from the 
frozen regions of the north to the southern 
extremity of this continent.” 

In the course of his remarks on the Philip- 
pines, Mr. Altgeld read a letter from Private 
Thomas W. Jones, Troop G, Eleventh Cav- 
alry, detailing the interruption of a‘wedding, 
the murder of the bride; and the wounding 
of the bridegroom and all his friends by men 
of that regiment. 

Every reference of the speakers to England 
brought grodns and hoots from the audi- 
ence. Hisses greeted the names of Roose- 
velt and Hanna and interrupted and annoyed 
the speaker. ‘‘ You would not dare make 
such a demonstration as this,”’ said Clarence 
Darrow, when the audience was hissing a 
reference to the New York Governor, “if 
Colonel Roosevelt were here.”’

Prohibition Vote a Factor. 


There is a feature in this district. as all 
over the State, which cannot be lost sight of. 
This is the Prohibition vote. The third party 
agitators expect a much larger vote through- 
out the State than ever before and they will 
be much disappointed if they do not cast con- 
siderably over 15,000 votes in Indiana. They 
have put up local tickets in a great many 
cases, and in the First District have a can- 
didate for Congress, who is something of a 
celebrity in his way. He is George W. Nor- 
man, who is a bookkeeper in the mill at 
Princeton. He cannot afford to leave his 
business to make a campaign of the district, 
and so his campaign is conducted by the cir- 
culating of some ingenious literature in the 
form of pictures and acrostics, which appeal 
peculiarly to children and to Prohibitionists. 

Norman made his reputation, or rather his 
notoriety, three years ago while he was 
Coroner of Gibson County. He was elected 
to that place somewhat unexpectedly as the 
result of a fusion between the Prohibitionists 
and the Populists. In May, 1897, a’party of 
young men went to Mount Carmel, on the 
Illinois si@e of the Wabash River, enjoying 
themselves as some people do. When they 
crossed over to the Indiana side they were 
considerably full of Illinois liquor. While 
the other young men went to their homes one 
of the party disposed himself for a nap on 
the railroad track. After the train had gone 
by the young man was in a decidedly disor- 
ganized conditéon. . Coroner Norman came to 
East Mount Carmel and took what was left 
of the youth to Princeton, the county seat, 
and, after collecting the usual fees for such 
melaricholy affdirs, proceeded to relieve him- 
self of an official Coroner’s vérdict, which is 
now a part of the records of Gibson County, 
and which has been a source of more comfort 
to the Prohibitionists of the United States 

than to the relatives of the young man who 
went to sleep on the railroad track. 


Blames Illinais for a Death. 

Coroner Norman found, officially, that the 
people of the State of lifinois, having given 
their sanction to laws which authorised the 
sale of liquor on payment of a high license, 
were responsible for the untimely death of 
the young man on thé railroad track. Some 
of his Populist friends. insisted that the 
people of Indiana were also responsible for 
the death, because they permitted the rail- 
roads to run across their State, but this 
was not included insthe verdict, which still 
stands as an indictment against all the peo- 
ple of the State of Illinois. 

This verdict of Norman is being circulated 
over the district as a Prohibition campaign 
document. The third party men are ex- 
traordinarily confident that they will draw 
from both of the other parties. Up in Gib- 
son County and in other places as well, many 
of the Populist farmers were Prohibitionists. 
They have felt the general wave of agri- 
cultural prosperity and are rather tired cf 
Bryan. They do not:‘care much for Mc- 
Kinley, and hence they purpose to vote for 
Woolley, the Prohibition candidate, for 
President. In Gibson County they will have 
over 200 votes probably, and throughout the 
district fully 500 in all. They do not look 
with much hope on Vanderburgh County, for 
this city, as was explained by Dr. Nanney, 
the Prohibition chairman, to THE TRIBUNE's 
representatives, is considered by all third 
party men to be “ the Sodom of Indiana.” 


Republican View of Situation. 

Probably the best idea of the Republican 
outlook for the district can be obtained from 
the statement made by George A. Cunning- 
ham, member for this district of the Repub- 
lican State Central committee. He said in 
explanation of the situation: 

.“* We will carry the First District, both for 
McKinley and for Congress, by over 1,000 
majority. It may be any amount over that. 
but 1,000 is the minimum. Colonel Owen's 
personal popularity may help him around his 
own home, but he will not secure the soldier 
vote, which is well organized for McKinley 
and Durbin, both of whom were quite as good 
soldiers as Colonel Owen. 

“There are no signs of a tidal wave in 
either direction. The only significant change 
is on the part of those free silver Republicar 
farmers who voted for Bryan in 1896 and 
who will vote for McKinley in 1900. They 
have brought with them into the party some

‘GHOOSE SMALL PARK SITES 


COMMISSIONERS LOCATE FINE 
RECREATION GROUNDS. 


Will Recommend Their Adoption to 
Council at Its Next Meeting—First 
Results of City's Attempt te Pro- 
vide Breathing Places for Crowded 
Sections — Choose Ground Adjacent 
to School Buildings as Playgrounds 
for Children and for General Public. 


Sites for five small parks will be recom- 
mended by the Small Parks commission to 
the City Council at its next meeting. The 
locations were decided upon yesterday. They 
represent the first results of the city’s at- 
tempt to provide breathing places for crowd- 
ed sections of Chicago which offer no play- 
grounds to children but the streets, and no 
relief to their parents from continuous brick 
walls and pavements. 

Three of the sites are city property. One 
can be secured by rental from the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and’! St. Paul railroad, and an- 
other is offered rent free for three years by 
the University of Chicago. Immediate adop- 
tion of the recommendations by the Council 
will mean the establishment of the parks at 
once, in spite of the fact that nearly all the 
small parks appropriation was taken away 
by the action of the Finance committee ir 
the reduction of appropriations. In most 
cases the sites have begn located adjacent to 
school buildings, and will be used as play- 
grounds for school children as well as for 
general public purposes. 

The sites to be recommended are: 

Seven lots in West Polk street, 563-575 West 
Polk street, just east of Ashland avenue. 

A biock at Thirty-third street and Wentworth 
avenue, extending to what would be Thirty- 
fourth street if it ran through; formerly the quar- 
antine ground. 

A site adjacent to the Moseley School, 180 feet 
in Twenty-fourth street and 200 feet in Wabash 
avenue. 

\ A site adjacent to the Holden School, Thirty- 
first street and Sullivan court, owned by the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 

A site on Goose Island, bounded by Hooker, Di- 
vision, Hickory, and Bliss streets. 

Th Northwestern University settlement 
will give appartus to equip one of the parks 
for use as a play ground. Thecity has made 
preparations to equip the others. 

In making the selections the choice of 
the committee was guided partly by con- 
ditions other than that of greatest neces- 
sity. Sites were chosen which were within 
the power of the city to secure and equip. 
Land which was in the possession of the 
city or which could be secured at low rental 
had to be taken, and the committee could 
not shape its recommendations to conform 
entirely with the needs of crowded sections. 

Even with that obstacle relief will be af- 
forded to several districts which are at such 
distances from the lake or any of the parks 
as to prevent any of their benefits being 
enjoyed by the residents. 

With these recommendations the commis- 
sion has proceeded as far as its reduced 
appropriation will permit action this year. 
Other sites will be decided upon for action 
when the commission had additional money 
at its disposal. 


CHICAGO CROOKS IN PARIS JAIL. 


Barney Birch, Former Market Street 
Gangster, and Robert La Blanche

After the murder of Gus Colliander, a clerk 
of election in the ward, while an attempt 
was being made to steal a ballot box, Birch, 
with many other of the gang, was arrested.

ROCK ISLAND TO EXTEND SOUTH. 
WESTERN DIVISION. __ 


Plans Absorption of Line Giving Track- 
age Into El Paso and Connection 
with Mexican Central — Chairman 
Harriman to Meet Directors and Of+ 
ficials of Roads in Which He Is In- 
terested—Western Roads Reafirm 
Agreement on Free Passes. - 


It is stated by a prominent official of the 
Rock Island road that it is the intention of 
the company to extend its southwestern di- 
vision and absorb a line that will give it its 
own trackage into E! Paso, Tex., where con- 
nection is made with the Mexican Central 
and Southern Pacific railroads. Work is to 
begin shortly on an extension of the Rock 
Island's Liberal branch, and will run from 
that place through the Texas pan-handlé 
and northeast New Mexico to White Oaks, 
N. M. At this point connection will be made 
with the El Paso and Northeastern railroad, 
extending to El Paso. The latter road is tq 
be acquired by the Rock Island, either by 
lease or purchase of its stock and bonds, 
thus securing a continuous line from Chicago 
via either Omaha or Kansas City to El Paso, 
At this point it will connect with the Mexican 
Central for the City of Mexico, and with 
the Southern Pacific for southern California, 
This extension of the Rock Island system 
will make it a dangerous competitor of the 
Santa Fé for southern California business 
and also for the Mexican trade. 

At present the Rock Island is dependent 
for a Pacific coast outlet upon a third line 
between Denver and Ogden, or upon the 
Union Pacific from Omaha. The extension 
of the road through the heart of the pan- 
handle, the greatest grazing country in the 
Southwest, and the eastern part of New 
Mexico, will also prove of great benefit to 
the Rock Island railroad company. 


Harriman to Meet Directors. 


E. H.-Harriman, chairman of the Board of 
Directors of the Chicago and Alton, will ar- 
rive here this morning to attend a meeting 
of directors and officials of roads in which 
Mr. Harriman is interested. Itis stated that 
the main object of the meeting is to make 
effective an agreement whereby the Alton 
shall guarantee all the fixed charges of the 
Kansas City Southern railway and control 
the operation of the road. The idea that the 
Alton. should purchase the property out- 
right and make it a part of its system ap- 
pears to have been abandoned, because both 
the Missouri Pacific and Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas roads are opposed to such action. 


Regulate Free Passes. 
_ Executive officers of the Western roads held 
a meeting in St. Louis yesterday and reaf- 
firmed the agreement regulating the issue of 
free passes for the year 19a. The agreement 
provides that no free transportation or passes 
shall be issued for the purpose of influencing 
traffic. The interstate commerce law pro- 
vides the same thing, but an agreement of 
the executive officers is deemed to be neces- 
sary to prevent the violation of the law. 
Neither the law nor the agreement has here- 
tofore prevented ehippers and merchants 
from getting those favors, and the opinion is 
that they will continue to get them here-

After his experience at Central Music Hall 
last night James Whitcomb Riley has the 
right to add to his title, and says he is not 
only the Hoosier poet, but Chicago's poet. 
He and his Hoosierisms were welcomed in 
the spirit of good-fellowship, and they gave 
delightful entertainment in returm for their 
greeting. Mr, Riley has not appeared before 
a Chicago audience in a number of years; so 
to see and hear him again was like meeting 
with a long-absent friend. 

The evening was spent for the most part 
with simple folk, with the occasional intro- 
duction of personages meant solely to ap- 
peal to the gense of the ludicrous. In this 
wise was homely, appealing pathos kept 
too sober an impress on the 
mind. The program of readinge was admir- 
ably proportioned, true comedy dominating, 
metry farce assisting. The use of the dra- 
matic terms is not far fetched, nor would it 
be reckless to call Mr. Riley an actor. The 
stage lost another Sol Smith Russell when 
the calling of a poet claimed him. In the 
same line of quaint character parts he could 
not have failed of the same success. But his 
histrionic attainments have not been wasted. 
As he wrote himseif into his verses, so he 
reads himself into them, Indiana twang and 
drawl, rich humor, and all. Most authors 
seem to stand away from their works when 
they aim to exploit them on the lecture or 
reading platform, and the idea isthatof a 
wrestling match, and an extremely dull one. 

To listen to Mr. Riley is to listen to his 
words and to ignore him, so perfect is the 
mutual fit. Qh the stage that result would 
be called great and natural acting; on the 
reading platform there surely is no reason 
why it should go unhonored. The effect on 
the audience last night was as unforced as 
was the influence that caused it. Though 
the applause at the end of each recital was 
unlimited and the recalls insistent, the best 
of the compliments were paid by the spon- 
taneous laughter which punctuated his hu- 
morous verses and character sketches, and 
by the hush which passed over the audience 
when sentiment settled low and sweet. 

The introductions which were a part of the 
recitations were their equal in point and 
humor. At the beginning of the entertain- 
ment Mr. Riley took his hearers with him to 
interior Indiana; he frankly said so. There 
he showed before them familiar and loved 
characters, the God-fearing old farmer 
whose faith and simple philosophy have 
raised him above pessimism and cynicism; 
the neighbors who quarreled over a trifie and 
were restored to friendship by a baby’s smile; 
the veteran who learned from his Congress- 
man’s fate that riches and power may both 
become wearisome; the brothers who recalled 
their boyhood’s journeys out to Aunt Mary's 
farm. 

In Ughter vein he pictured the woes which 
good-natured friends must suffer when the 
good story liker and bad story teller inflicts 
a would-be funny yarn. One much used 
character sketch Mr. Riley has retained, that 
of the filaxen-haired ‘‘ educator’’ who used 
the peanut as an “ object lesson,"’ but its 
laughter-making qualities and their good 
satirical basis are a sufficient excuse. For 
the last number of the evening Mr. Riley em- 
ployed the tale of the bad little boy titled 
‘‘Me and Charley.’’ In impersonation it 
would be styled the best of the evening were 
not its companions so nearly its rivals. 


Week in Vau deville. 

Vaudeville s week is nowhere above the 
level of the ordinary. Corinne is given the 
feature place! at the Chicago Opera-House, 
and her associates on the bill include Vir- 
ginia Aline in a sketch, “The Brunette”; 
the juggling Johnstons, Howe, Wall and 
Walters, and the harmony four. Lottie Gil- 
son and J. K. Emmett are the headliners at 
the Olympic, where Georgia Gardner is also 
appearing in sketch, “A Wife's Strata- 
gem.’ Frank Bush, Hebrew impersonator, 
is likewise at the Clark street house.

The Brigands. 

The Castle Square Opera company ifs sing- 
ing Offenbach’s The Brigands"’ at the 
Studebaker this week. It is four years since 
this bright plece was last given in Chicago, 
and its revival at this time is attended with 
several interesting features, not the least 
of which is the contrast thus revealed be- 
tween the graceful and musically attractive 
compositions of its own period and some 
others of more recent origin which the Cas-. 
tle Square peaple have put on lately. 

At the opening performance on Monday 
evening things went with tolerable smooth- 
ness, but the chorus—which forms the main- 
stay of this organization—was for once heard 
to sing badly. This was in the finale to the 
second act, a large portion of which was un- 
comfortably off the key. On the other hand, 
the chorus of the disguised brigands and the 
waltz song atithe commencement of this act 
were especially well done, both being en- 
cored. 

On this occasion Josephine Knapp made 
her first appearance here as a member of the 
Castle Square company, singing in a man- 
ner which, to say the least, was interesting, 
and from which it would seem that through 
her enrollment among its force of soloists 
the organization has been strengthened. 
Her voice, although rather light in point of 
volume, is flexible and of a pleasing quality, 
and her tntonation true for the most part. 
It is quite possible that nervousness was the 
oause of such fajlings in the latter particular 
as came to notil Her opening number, ofa 
quasi-colorature description, was encored. 
Coneiderable vocal agility was disclosed in 
the florid passages, although the number, as 
a whole, was sweetly rather than brilliantly 
executed. “ Additional and careful rehearsal 
should be devoted to the passage in which the 
voice is accompanied by the flute, fn order to 
secure greater rhythmical evenness than 
was disclosed pn Monday evening. 

As to the other principals, of whom there 
is a long lst this week, they are all well 
known in Chicago by this time, and there 
was nothing in connection with their work 
to call for any comment other than that al- 
ready uttered over and over again. 

Reginald Roberts made a tolerably effective 
brigand chieftain, and Maude Lillian Berri 
was a jaunty farmer lad. Mr. Roberts was 
in good voice and did some excellent singing 
in the first act. Mr. Moulan’s part—Pietro— 
is a more thankful one than he has had of 
late, and he made the most of the opportu- 
nity, doing some comical tumbling and 
otherwise giving a genuinely funny imper- 
sonation. Three encores and a couple of re-

REPUBLICANS BELIEVE CONDI- 
TIONS BETTER THAN IN 1896, 


Investigation by Union Leaders Re- 
sults in Prediction That McKinley 
Will Draw Larger Support—Build- 
ing Trades Council’s Loss of Pres- 
tige Diminishes Its Power as a 
Democratic Machine—Fall Dinner 
Argument Claimed to Be Effective. 


It is the belief of Republican managers 
that the labor vote of Chicago will not go 
to Bryan in as large numbers as has been 
confidently claimed by Democrats, and that 
the proportions will be considerably less than 
in 1896. This is the result of quiet investi- 
gations which have been conducted by labor 
men with wide acquaintance among the 
various unions. 

The most potential factor in the probable 
reduction of the Bryan vote is the candidacy 
of Eugene Debs on the Social Democratic 
ticket, who is certain to secure the votes of 
thousands of laboring men who voted for 
Bryan four years ago. The probability 
that Debs will secure comparatively few 
votes among Republican laboring men is 
another reason for the belief that McKinley 
will make a better showing than four years 
ago against Bryan. 

Prominent labor men who are familiar 
with the general sentiment along the unions 
also say the lockout in the building trades, 
and the part the Building Trades Council has 
played in the matter, as well as its loss of 
prestige, is certain tm operate to the preju- 
dice of the Democratic party. This is due 
to the widespread belief, even among strong 
friends of the council in the fight against 
bap the lockout could have 

en avo the affairs of the

Unwise Policy of Council. 

The refusal of the Building Trades council 
to meet the contractors early in the year on 
the proposition to have a permanent Board 
of Arbitration adjust all differences between 
the unions and the contractors is now ad- 
mitted to have been most unwise. Its offi- 
cers were, and are now, prominently identi- 
fied with the Democratic party, and to such 
an extent the council has been recognized as 
a powerful Democratic machine. This Demo- 
cratic machine, which is charged by some 
with working in the interest of the Demo- 
cratic party in failing to meet the contract- 
ors, is held responsible for the lockout, and 
the resentment incident upon this will, it is 
said, cause many men who have suffered 
ren the lockout to vote the Republican 

cket. 


Bryan Loses a Machine. 

The council's loss of prestige will in other 
ways, it is declared, work to the injury of 
the Democrats. Four years ago it was oneof 
the most powerful organizationsin the world, 
and it is no secret that its machinery was 
then employed in the interest ef Bryan's 
candidacy. Now it is threatened with dis- 
solution. Several strong unions have left it, 
others are preparing to do so, and its old-time 
power is gone. 

Again, the building trades include only a 
small part of the laboring men of Chicago, 
even among the organized trades, and the 
much more general employment which ob- 
tains now with better wages is said to have 
operated to the decided advantage of the 
Republican party. It is the argument of the 
full dinner pail. 


Assault Follows Labor Troubles.

ING THE FIVE-CENT RATE. 


Chicage Probably Will Have the Larg- 
est System in the World—Persons 
Now Using Old Devices Will Not Be 

Compelied to Change, but They Are 
Likely to Be Few in Comparison — 
New System Arranged on “Ten 
Party” Wires. | 


The {ntroduction of e five-cent rate for pay 
station telephones on the ten-party Hine, 
announced by the Chicago Telephone com-~ 
pany, is expected to lead to the establigah- 
ment in’ Chicago of thelargest telephone sye- 
tem in the world. Chicago is the only city 
of over 1,000,000 population in which the 
cheap rates have been attempted. Several 
smaller cities now having the five-cent rate 
use two or three times as many pay-station 
‘phones as are employed in the large cities. 
In New York, where the 10~ent rate pre- 
vails, there are 6,000 stations, and in Chi- 
cago the number of 10-cent stations is 2,200, 
In San FPranciéco there are 15,000 five-cent 
stations, in Cleveland 65,500, and in Mil- 
waukee 4,000. 

A. 8. Hibbaré, generai manager of the 
te.ephone company, says that if the demand 
for the five-cent telephones in Chicago 
proves to be as great, in proportion to the 
population, as it hae in San Francisco the 
company will be operating over 60,000 such 
telephones within a few years. 


Installing the New Phones. 

The work of instailing the new telephones 
with the five-cent slot appliances was con- 
tinued on the North Side yesterday. Over 
fifty phones were distributed in stores, 
boarding-houses, flat buildings, and resi- 
dences along North Clark and Wells streets 
and Bast Chicago avenue. In two weeks the 
company expects to have at least 5600 in oper- 
ation on the North Side.

LEOPOLD OF BELGIUM TO INVEST 
MILLIONS IN MINES. 


Monarch Enters Into a Partnership 
with Thomas Walsh, the Colorado 
Millionaire, According to a Lawyer 
High in Court Circles—United States 
Financier will Advise the Ruler Re- 
garding Speculations — Immense 
Sums Involved in the Novel Scheme.

PARIS, Oct. 23.—A lawyer, one of the 
legal celebrities of Europe, who is close to 
Leopold, King of the Belgians, has con- 
firmed recent stories regarding a business 
partnership recently formed between the

millionaire. 
The peculiar feature of the affair is that 
the agreement between the King ang the 


invest some of his private wealth in United 
States mining property, resulted from an 
attempt of the Belgian ruler to interest 
Walsh in a European company which need- 
ed the aid of some outside capital. Instead 
of securing investments by the American, 
the King decided he would do better to puta 
part of his own wealth into speculations 
which promised a greater return than was 


When Walsh first astonished Paris by his 
lavish style of living he attracted the atten- 
tion of financiers, among others Charles Nag- 
elmackers, the Belgian President of the In- 
ternational Sleeping Car company, which 
controls the train de luxe service through- 
out Europe. 

The company has become somewhat embar- 
rassed, and Naglemackers and King Leopold, 
both large stockholders, tried to unload 
some shares upon Walsh, but the American 
millionaire replied: 

“* Your company may pay under the best 
conditions 8 or 4 percent. I handle my cap- 
ital in such a way that it brings in 10, 12, 
and even 20 per cent.”’ 

King Leopold, who owns enormous private 
wealth, upon hearing Walsh descant upon 
and explain the possibilities of the kind of 
operations that are ,familiar to Americans, | 
changed his tack, inquiring where a King 
who had some money could come in on the 
American field. 

Walsh, fearful of the whims of such a lofty 
partner, was singularly unresponsive, and at 
first did not answer the query, but after a 
few weeks he yielded, and consented to be- 
come Leopold’s adviser and partner. Sev- 
eral contracts have been signed, each in- 
trusting several millions of dollars into 
Walsh's hands. | 


EXPECT FAVORABLE REPLIES. 


German Foreign Office Is Confident, of 
Acceptance of the New Agree- 
ment. | 


BERLIN, Oct. 23.—A high official of the 
German Foreign office asserted this evening 
that Austria-Hungary and Italy have ex- 
pressed their formal adherence to the Anglo- 
German agreement, but that France, Russia, 
and the United States have not defined their 
positions. 

Analyzes American Policy. 

The Vossische Zeitung, referring to the re- 
port that the United States, before giving a 
final answer, wishes Germany and Great 
Britain to explain what they mean by clause 
3—that is» whether, if another power seizes 
territory, they intend to recoup themselves 
by annexations, and also whether they in- 
tend to prevent seizure by force, says: 

“The answer to such a question will prob- 
ably be that Germany and Great Britain 
have not yet reached a decision on that 
point, but intend to decide only after a 
seizure shall have been made, since the de- 
cision must depend upon the interests in- 
volved.”

New York, Oct. 23.—[{Special.]—News that the party carried away on the Aliris was 
safe was received here with great rejoicing, especially by Miss Isabella Langston, sister 
of two of the men, who had spent most of her time for the last three days cruising about 
in a tug seeking traces of the lost yacht. Despite the danger in putting to sea in the 
tiny craft the plucky girl set out early on Saturday to learn, if possible, the fate of the 
sloop. She returned home yesterday discouraged and fearing the worst. 

When no news was heard from the Aliris on Wednesday morning and it was certain 
that the yacht had not arrived at Ulmer Park, Miss Langston began a systematic search 
for her missing brothers. She knew the full extent of their peril. She had telephoned 
on Thursday to Michael Moran, proprietor of a fleet of tugs, to engage a boat to search 
for her brothers and the Aliris when she heard a report that they were safe at Rockaway 
Inlet. She immediately countermanded theorder. Next day she was again about to start 
to sea when she heard that they had arrived in safety at a point on the New Jersey 
coast. Again she countermanded the orderand again she was disappointed. 

All Friday night the girl lay sleepless, tortured by anxiety for her brothers and re- 
proaching herself for having paid heed to the rumors that they were safe. At daylight 
on Saturday morning the girlleftherhome.

TEACHER DEFENDS THE SYSTEM 


Children from the Kindergarten Make 
More Rapid Progress in 
Later Work. 


Springfield, Mass., Oct. 23.—[Special.]—The 
fifty-fourth annual meeting of the American 
Missionary association opened in the Court 
Square Theater this afternoon with about 
500 delegates in attendance; many more are 
expected tomorrow. At the afternoon meet- 
ing William P. Hayes, Mayor of Spring- 
field, delivered an address of welcome in 
behalf of the citizens, and then the Rev. Dr. 
Philip 8. Moxom, chairman of the General 
committee and pastor of the South Con- 
gregational Church, made an address of 
welcome in behalf of the city churches. The 
Rev. Dr. F. A. Noble of Illinois replied to 
these in a few words. The treasurer's re- 
port was read by H. W. Hubbard of Now 
York, and the report of the Executive com- 
mittee by Charles A. Hull of New York.

_ Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., Oct. 23.—During a 
fog this morning the steamer Colonial struck 
on a rock near the lighthouse in Little Rap- 
ids and sank soon after, just outside of the 
channel... There is 100 feet of clear channel 
astern of the sunken boat, and all vessels 
can get by with the assistance oftugs. When 
the steamer struck the rock a large hole was 
made in the bottom, and although the master 
beaded it for the bank immediately the ehip 
went down before it could be grounded. The 
‘water is just above the decks, and the wreck 
Hes midway between the black-can buoy and 
the lighthouse, with the bow up-stream.

No branch of education does more 
towards making good citizens and hence 
none has a better right to public support 
the kindergarten. 
The time was when it was thought that 
the simplest elements of “‘ book learning 
were all that should be given at public ex- 
pense, but broader ideas of public education 
are now held by most intelligent persons. 
The kindergarten at public expense is fast 
gaining recognition as a legitimate part of 
a system of schools because of its greater 
efficiency in making better citizens. 

By the universal testimony of those hav- 
ing experience with them, children from the 
kindergartens make much more rapid prog- 
ress in subsequent school work because of 
their kindergarten training. Thus the kin- 
dergarten not only extends tife length of 
school life, but greatly increases its effi- 
ciency. The value of the kindergarten in the 
manual and mental! training of the child is 
too generally recognized to need even a re- 
statement. Over and above all other benefits 
coming from the kindergarten is, in my judg- 
ment, its moral training. 

Dr. George Griffith, an authority on kin- 
dergartens, says: ‘‘ The public kindergarten 
is the purest democracy on earth. No one 
child is better in the eyes of the teacher than 
another. The child is trained, from the day 
of his entrance, to habits of love, obedience, 
and industry. The spirit of self-sacrifice 
and of helpfulness is inculcated in every ex- 

cise. 

Oe Play is the expression of the child's self- 
activity. It is not only nature’s way of 
building up his body, ‘but, through It, he re- 
veals his inner self, his mental characteris- 
tics, and his inherited traits. The wise, 
well trained kindergartner regards this nat- 
ural love of play as a means, not as an end. 
The old-time education treated play as some- 
thing to be thwarted and forbidden. In re- 
cent years the modern teacher of little chil- 
dren has used it as a means of connecting 
the world of the child with the real world 
and of making the transition from the one 
to the other more natural and easter.

MES. CRAIGIE’S LATEST NOVEL IS 
TRAGIC AND SOMBER.

it Is Called “Robert Orange,” and Is 


an Attempt to Portray the Catholic 


Movement in England—Its Religious 
and Political Discussiens Are Not 

Likely te Interest the American 
Reader—<Author’s Brilliant Epi- 
grams Are Abundant. 


wHOSE who liked John Oliver Hobbes’ 
“The School for Saints” will prob- 

ably enjoy her latest novel, “ Robert 

' Orange” (Stokes), which deals with 
the same period. It is a sortof religio- 
political novel of Eng-ish soctety during the 
ascendency of Disraeli. The hero and hero- 
ine are Catholics, and Mrs. Craigie has evi- 
dently tried to portray the Catholic move- 


_ ment in England. The book abounds in the 


thor’s pithy epigrams, but there is noth- 
pee soented in it. The three betrothed 
couples who figure in the story are all torn 
asunder by the tragic course of events, and 
the book ends in unhappiness for everybody. 
Nor is there any deep moral reason why this 
should be so. One feels like blaming the au- 
thor with a morbid desire for tragedy. 

The action centers about Robert Orange 
and Mrs. Parfiete, a charming and lovable 
young widow whom Robert marries early in 
the story. About these are grouped two 
other prominent couples whose marital 
fate hangs upon that of Orange. There is 

@ara de Treverell, who loves Orange, 
but is engaged toa Duke. Thereis also Lord 
Reckage, who loves Sara and is engaged to 
another woman. All the characters are in 
high political life, and Robert Orange is a 
Parliamentary leader and a friend of Dis- 
raeli. He is described as a deeply religious, 
dreamy, romantic, intense person, and his 
love for his young wife is unbounded. The 
honeymoon of these two Is so idyllic that the 
reader suspects trouble, and it comes in 
ruthless style. 

The bomb by which Mrs. Craigie shatters 
the happiness of everybody in her story isa 
sudden discovery that the bride’s former 
husband is still diving. He was a brutal ad- 
venturer an@ had been reported dead. His 
sudden reappearance is announced to Robert 
and Brigit by friends who overtook them on 
their wedding tour. The tragic parting of 
the two affords Mrs. Craigie a fine opportu-. 
nity for psychological analysis, and she does 
not negiect it. Robert and his heartbroken 
geweetheart agree that they must see each 
other no more. 

When Robert is again free Lady Sara’s de- 
gire for him grows stronger than before, and 
her efforts to fascinate him are cleverly en- 
tangied with other strands in the story. It 
sétves her purpose to encourage Lord Reck- 
age. In the meantime Reckage’s own

andiing of life are everywhere apperent. 
religious philosophizings are 
fiot interesting to the American novel reader. 
The real mertt of her work, so far as it has 
any, lies in occasional flashes of wisdom, as 
when shesays: “ The great vice of the pres- 
ent day is bravura—an attempt to do some- 
thing beyond the truth ”’; or when she says: 
“There are many duties and difficulties in 
iife; there is but ore obligation—courage.” 
Like ail epigrams, these are little more than 
half truths, but they fairly represent John 
Oliver Hobbesism at its best. The same 
styie of brilliancy is seen on a larger scale 
in passages like this: 
Reckage, watching Robert from a corner of the 
f grew irritated at the silence, and wondered, 
th a cruél and jealous curiosity, what was pass- 
‘ing 2 his mind. He wondered whether he was 
praying. An impulse, which had something in 
it of brute fury, urged him to tear open that stil! 
face and drag the thought behind it to the light. 
Why was it that ‘one could never by any sense 
enter into another's spirit? The same torturing 
mystery had often disturbed him during the half 
twardly placid and commonplace—which 
spent,.out of etiquette. with his future bride. 
Readers who enjoy this kind of cleverness 
will find it in abundance in “‘ Robert Orange.”’ 
Those who are looking for fine character 
Gelineation or for a book that will give a 
more cheerful outlook on life should seek 
elsewhere.

In the space of two 
days a street porter 
at Marburg was sen- 
tenced to six months’ 
imprisonment with 
hard labor for speak- 
ing disrespectfully of 
the Empress, a work- 
man at Hamburg 
was sentenced to five 
months in the peni- 
tentiary for speak- 
ing sarcastically of 
the Emperor, a workman at Beuthen 
got a year’s hard labor for the same offense, 
while Editor Harden of the weekly Berlin 
paper Zukunft, after being tried “ in Cam- 
era,’’ was condemned to six months’ impris- 
onment and to a heavy fine for having, in 
commenting on the speech of the Emperor, 
in which the latter directed the troops sail- 
ing for China to “ give no quarter, but, imi- 
tating the example of Attila, to excite ter- 
ror in Asia which would last for a thousand 
years,’ demonstrated in his paper that the 
Attila of history was not a preper model to 
set up as an example for the imitation of 
German soldiers and Christian warriors. 

The most extraordinary of all the sen- 
tences issued during the two days in ques-. 
tion for lese majesty was one of six months’ 
jail in the case of a man who was deaf and 
dumb and yet who was accused of having 
made a disrespectful remark about the Em- 
peror while walking along the principal 
street at Dusseldorf. This would seem to in- 
dicate that the German police, among other 
accomplishments which they are required to 
possess, include that of the deaf and dumb 
language. Otherwise it is impossible to com- 
prehend how the policeman who arrested the 
afflicted prisoner could possibly have under- 
stood that the signs which he made con- 
tained an insult to the Emperor. 


Inasmuch as everything relating to the 
new King and Queen of Italy is necessarily 
of interest alike at home and abroad, I may 
mention that Victor Emmanuel in speak- 
ing of the Queen invariably refers to her as 
“ Mia mogiie”’ (my wife), while the Queen, 
when speaking of the King, either talks of 
him as “*‘ Mio Marito’’ (my husband) or else 
by his christian name, Vittorio. 

Queen Christina of Spain has just con- 
ferred the title of Duchess upon the widow 
of her old friend and trusted adviser, Mar- 
shal Martinez Campos, who throughout his 
long career had invariably declined all the 
titular honors that were thrust upon him.

WOMEN SEARCH FOR REASON FOR 
FAILURE TO REGISTER. 


Come to the Conclusion That Few Real- 
ized That the Opportunity Was Of- 
fered Until Too Late—Privilege of 
Casting a Ballot for a University 
Trustee Not Sufficient to Inspire In- 
terest—Leaders of the Clubs Give 
Their Opinions. 


The women of Chicago who are interested 
in securing equal suffrage were aroused yes- 
terday by the published figures, showing 
that the registration has fallen off from 6,264 
in 1896 to about 1,500 this year. They imme- 
diately set to work to find out the cause for 
this state of affairs. | 

The question was discussed in several of 
the South Side clubs and the conclusion was 
reached that the few women who remembered 
to register were negligent in not calling the 
attention of others to the duty. 

Several women said yesterday that apathy, 
when the only consideration is a vote fora 
university trustee, does not reflect on the 
desire of women to have equal suffrage. 

“From what I have learned among a nurm- 
ber of the South Side clubs,"’ said Mrs. Loren 
C. Collins, Vice President of the Chicago 
Woman's club, “I am inclined to think the 
women feel they have been negligent. Few 
realized that they had the opportunity to 
register until it was past.”” ‘ 

The Illinois Federation of Clubs, in session 
at Rockford last week, passed a resolution 
calling on all its members to vote at every 
opportunity. It was then too late for regis- 
tration, however. 

**I am sure the women’s clubs arethinking 
about this matter,”’ said Mrs. Walter C. Nel- 
son, ** but it is now too late to do anything. 
I cannot see that the failure of the women 
to register argues anything.”’ 

“It is because our voting ts too trivial a 
matter at present,”’ sald Mrs. Matilda B. 
Carse. “The women did not care to spend 
the time required to register and then to go 
again and vote for the sake of one trustee. 
when there seems to be no particular issue.’’ 

‘“*I am unable to analyze the situation,” 
said Mrs. Arthur Edwards, President of the 
Chicago Woman's club. “It may be that 
interest is waning slightly, but it is probably 
because women are not sufficiently aroused 
over the election of a university trustee.”’ 

Whatever may have been the reason for the 
failure to register, the club women of the city 
say they will endeavor to pfevent a recur- 
rence. Several of the coneidering 
the advisability of printing*in their calcn- 
dars the date of registration and a warning 
copied after the newspaper announcements, 
“Be Sure to Register Today.’ . 


WOMEN PRACTICE SELF-DENIAL. 


Members of Hyde Park Presbyterian 
Church Save Money for Relieving 
Needy Missionaries in China. 


During this week the women of the Hyde 
Park Presbyterian Church, and of many 
other Presbyterian churches in Chicago, are 
foregoing many of their accustomed pileas- 
ures and indulgences in order that the suffer- 
ing families of missionaries in China who 
were the victims of the Boxer outrages may 
be relieved. | 

A week of self-denial, according to some 
of the leading church women of this de- 
nomination, means that many pleasant 
drives, concerts, and theater parties will be 
given up, and that even such items as soda 
water, confections, and street car fare will 
be eliminated this week from numerous ex- 
pense accounts. In some cases cherished 
gowns, winter cloaks, or gloves will be 
sacrificed in order that the money may be 
sent to the needy missionaries. 

In response to an appeal from the North- 
western Board of Foreign Missions for a 
week of self-denial the Woman's Foreign 
Missionary society of the Hyde Park Pres- 
byterian Church asked the women of the 
congregation to give the matter prayerful 
thought, and make whatever sacrifices they 
reasonably could during the week. En- 
velopes were placed in the pews last Sun- 
day morning, which are to be handed in at 
the end of the week with the money saved by 
self-denial. The pastor, the Rev. Joseph A. 
Vance, emphasized the urgency of the ap- 
peal at the prayer meeting and preaching 
service, and the interest which has been 
aroused would indicate that the women of 
the congregation at least have taken the 
matter to heart. 

A number of the women of the church 
were asked yesterday what particular form 
of self-denial they intended to practice dur- 
ing the week. One woman of considerable 
means said that she did not indulge in many 
luxuries and that the only thing that she 
could think of to give up this week was some 
new books that she had expectéd to purchase. 

Another woman of the congregation had 
planned to take her little boy to see a cer- 
tain actor of whom he was fond, but upon 
deliberation she decided that it would be 
more humane to send the money to the 
sufferers in China. It is not known whether 
or not the boy enters fully into the spirit of 


‘the week of self-denial. 


A reduction fn table expenses was the only 
resource offered to one devoted woman, who 
confided the information to a friend with the 
statement that she “ wanted to do some- 
thing.’’ When the collection is taken the 
prospects are that a substantial offering will 
have been made by the Hyde Park ladies 
to the emergency fund. 


GHOST FIGURES IN LAWSUIT. 


Odd Charges Are Made in the Contest 
Over the Will of a Belleville, 
Tll., Woman. 


Belleville, Il., Oct. 23.—[Special.]—A ghost 
is a character in a will contest now on trial 
in the Circuit Court here. Hypnotism, 
spiritualism, and other unsual features are 
alleged by the plaintiff. James M. Stookey, 
the brother of Mrs. Hanna Primm, whose 
last testament he asks set aside. Enoch W. 
Primm, husband of the dead woman, is the 
man accused of using occult methods to in- 
fluence the woman to leave all her property 
to him. 

Stookey claims that his sister, when she 
married Primm, had property worth $60,000. 
This was willed to the husband in a docu- 
ment signed by both man and wife, the 
agreement being that the survivor should 
receive all left by the one first to die. 

The bill says that one child, a son, was 
born to the couple, that he died in infancy, 
and that ever since his death Primm has 
claimed the power to call up,the son's spirit. 
To convince his wife that he had such powers 
he at each meal placed a chair, a plate, knife, 
and fork at the table for the departed son, 
causing the woman to believe her son was 
at the table. 

The bill alleges that Mrs. Primm’s mind 
became deranged on account of the course of 
her husband and the visits of mediums to 
the house at her husband's invitation. It 
also charges that Primm controlled the mind 
and conduct of any person coming in contact 
with him, and that he exercised such control 
over his wife.

Harvard in a recent issue of the Independent. 
While the price of aluminium has fallen 
from $90 a pound to 65 cents a pound, and 
while its powers of conductivity are double 
those of copper for the same weight, it is 
still comparatively useless in electrical work 
because of the difficulty of soldering or 
brazing two pieces of the metal together. In 
order to transmit the current without great 
loss the trolley lines or telegraph and tele- 
phone wires must be perfectly joined where 
one section is spliced to the next. This ap- 
parently trivial difficulty has thus far pre- 
vented the use of aluminium in overhead 
electric wires of any kind. Still more seri- 
ous isthe barrier to its use in electric cables, 
for in order to compete with copper the wire 
must be nearly twice as thick. This increases 
the size of the cables in a way that is detri- 
mrental to the proper transmission of the 
electrical waves. In general the conducting 


to be nearly twice as big if aluminium wire 
were used. These facts, together with the 
extra difficulty of working aluminium, have 
thus far prevented its many good qualities 
from making it a serious rival of copper. 
Thus tar Tesla stands discredited as a 
prophet, but the future may change all that. 
A chemist in the bronze age might have 
scouted the idea that iron, with its tendency 
to rust. over night, would ever supersede 


bronze.

In the campaign of 1896 Mr. Bryan had 
the respect of many of his political op- 
ponents because they thought he was sin- 
cere though mistaken in his views on the 
currency question. They knew that every 
doctrine, however absurd, has some true be- 
lievers, and they were prepared to admit 
that Mr. Bryan had faith in “16 to 1.” He 
has forfeited that respect by his behavior 
during this campaign. He has not been 
fair, candid, nor truthful in his statements. 
He has quoted the language of eminent 
men like Lincoln, but while repeating the 
words correctly has perverted their meaning 
by wrenching them from their context and 
giving them a significance their author did 


“not intend them to have. 


Thus in his message to Congress of Dec. 
3, 1861, nearly ten months after Jefferson 
Davis had been inaugurated provisional 
President of the confederacy, Mr. Lincoln 


said: 

It continues to develop that the insurrection 
is largely if not exclusively a war upon the first 
principle of popular government—the rights of the 
people. Conclusive evidence of this is found in the 
most grave and maturely considered public docu- 
ments, as well as in the general tone of the in- 
surgents: In those documents we find the abridge- 
ment of the existing right of suffrage, and the 
denial to the people of all right to participate in 
the selection of public officers except the legisia- 
tive, boldly advocated, with labored arguments 
to prove that large control of the people in gov- 
ernment is the source of all political evil. Mon- 
archy itself is sometimes hinted at as a possible 
refuge from the power of the people. 

In my present position I could hardly be justified 
were I to omit raisihig a warning voice against 
this approach of returning despotism. 


That portion of the above extract which 
begins with the word “ monarchy ” has been 
used by Mr. Bryan as if Mr. Lincoln were 
prophetically warning his countrymen 
against “imperialism” and “ militarism,” 
which he foresaw’ would threaten them in 
the remote future. Bryan is careful to 
suppress the context and hide the fact that 
the danger Mr. Lincoln had in mind came 
from Jefferson Davis and his associates. 
Mr. Bryan is equally untruthful and in- 
sincere in his “ fraud” cry and in his lying 
statement that it is intended to build forts 
near large cities to overawe the working 
people. He is insincere in his statements 
to the poor that they have cause to fear 
the rich. He is’ dreadfully in earnest in 
his efforts to excite class hatred, but he 
knows there is no cause for such hatred. 
There is no artifice of the demagogue, 
however low and contemptible, that Mr. 
Bryan is not willing to adopt if only it 
will help him to succeed. -He has thrown 
away whatever reputation he had for in- 
tellectual integrity and has won the reputa- 
tion of the trickster and the shyster. His 
methods are those of the police court lawyer. 
They are methods which would be unbe- 
coming in a manu running for the office of 
constable. They are infamous almost when 
used by a candidate for the highest of 
American offices. 


CUT IN TELEPHONE RATES. 

The cut in rates announced by the Chicago 
Telephone company is likely to be popular 
with the public as well as profitable to the 
corporation. The introduction of five-cént 
slot machine telephones on party lines will 
doubtless extend the service to many peo- 
ple to whom the higher rate has hitherto 
been a bar. It is true that the chance to 
use the telephone on, one of these ten party 
lines will be somewhat limited, but on the 
other hand they are apt to be put in wher- 
ever there is a reasonable certainty that 
the calls will average one a day in residences 
and two a day in stores or offices, so that 
the necessary expense will be small and 
people who have occasion to talk only once 
or twice a day can afford to have an instru- 
ment in their residences or places of busi- 
ness. 

Under these circumstances the company 
seems justified in its expectation of secur- 
ing 25,000 new subscribers, which will 
make the total number of public and private 
telephones in Chicago 50,000. It should be 
remembered that, while this increase will 
double the number of instruments in use 
and is expected to increase the profits of 
the company, it will also increase the work 
of the telephone operators in a much greater 
ratio, because the addition of each party 
line makes new opportunities and possible 
occasions for every one of the old subscrib- 
ers to use the instrument. 

It is also probably true that the com- 
pany will profit by the influence of the new 
party lines as “ telephone educators.” Peo- 
ple who have not used telephones heretofore 
will try the new plan and will become so 
accustomed to the convenience of a tele- 
phone in the house that many of them will 
‘eventually put in the individual instru- 
ments at the higher rate. Meanwhile, any 
step which extends the telephone service to 
a greater part of the public is to be com- 
mended.

All that is said about the dis- 
placement of white by black labor at the 
Stock-Yards is a cock and bull story, de- 
vised for the purpose of adding to a race 
hatred already too great, and also of getting 
some votes for Mr. Bryan at the Stock- 
Yards. No employer has such intentions. 
They all.prefer white labor. 

There is not complete harmony between 
Mr. Bryan and his organ.

ing gun carriages is to be discontinued. 
Those under contract or in course of con- 
struction are to be completed, and those in 
use will not be removed, but the policy of 
the board is to return to the barbette model 
of coast defense. The experiment’ thus 
abandoned has been expensive, but there 
can be no progress without experiments. 
The naval authorities are embarking on a 
similar enterprise by making a trial of the 
Holland submarine boats. These may in the 
end prove as unsatisfactory as the coast 
defense gun carriages, or, on the other hand, 
they may be as revolutionary in their effect 
as was Ericsson's Monitor. In either case 
the experiment will be justified. .The rea- 
sons for the Fortification board's abandon- 
ment of the disappearing gun carriages have 
not been made public, but they are undoubt- 
edly based upon mechanical difficulties that 
prevent the practical use of these carriages 
in battle and under adverse conditions. The 
machinery for lowering the gun out of sight 
after firing is said to be too complicated to 
be reliable. The fact that all foreign gov- 
ernments have absolutely abandoned this 
type of carriage would seem to indicate that 


justified. The cost of the disappearing car- 
riages is much greater than that of guns 
carried in barbette, and if the resulting ad- 
vantage is not worth the cost it will be 
wisest to cease installing them. — ,

FULL TEXT OF SUPREME COURT 
‘ DECISIONS RECEIVED. 


Et Declares Against Any Judicial Inter- 
ference with a Tax for Mere Over- 
valuation and Gives Great Latitude 
in Evidence on Which Assessments 
May Be Based—Only Fraud or Ille- 
gality Authorize Injunction Against 
Collection—Five Cases Passed On. 


\ The full text of the Supreme Court’s recent 
Gecisions in cases affecting the Board of Re- 
view shows that the court will not interfere 

th a tax for mere overvaluation. County 
Attorney Julius A. Johnson has received the 
text of the opinions in three cases where 
the power of the Cook County Board of Re- 
view was questioned. 

The decisiens show that the Supreme Court 
grill not interfere, or permit any lower court 
Se interfere, to say the collection of a tax 
unless one of three things is shown—namely: 
ghat the property was exempt, that the tax 
Mever had been authorized by law, or that 
there was fraud on the part of the Board of 
Assessors or Board of Review in making 
the assessment. 


Gives Review Board Great Power. 

Mr. Johnson regards the decisions as of 
immense importance, as they make the Board 
of Review the court of last resort in valua- 
tion. 

“ They show that immense power is lodged 
in the board and make it by far the most 
powerful body in the county,” hesaid. “ The 
intention of the constitution is to have the 
taxing pewer absolutely independent of all 
others. The. United States permits no in- 

ctione against the collection of federal 
es, and the decision of the Supreme Court 
ghows that the rule is regarded by it as being 
the eame in Iinois, save for the three 
grounds of exemption, fraud, or lack of au-

What personal property he has, and has the 
Tight also to use the facts coming under the 
board’s own observation. In fixing the valu- 
ation the board is not bound by the taxpay- 
eré valuation. As to rebutting the evidence 
of the taxpayer it is held not to be necessary 
for the Board of Review to present evidence 
on its own part, or tell the taxpayer what 
evidence it has, or to swear witnesses.

HEALTH GOOD AT CAPE NOME. 


J. J. Rardon Receives Letter from Gold 
Field Giving Account of Disastrous 
Gale and Prevailing Conditions. 


A letter bearing the date of Sept. 16 has 
been received by Captain J. J. Rardon of C. 
A. Macdonald & Co. from Samuel E. Lewis. 
a Chicago man who is prospecting in the 
vicinity of Cape Nome, Alaska, containing 
details of the loss caused by the recent gale 
at the cape. The letter states that the gen- 
eral health at Cape Nome is remarkably 
good, and that the alarming reports con- 
cerning smallpox and typhoid fever were 
much exaggerated. 

Referring to the effect of the storm, which 
occurred a few days prior to the writing of 
the letter, Mr. Lewis says: 

“*The beach is streWn with wrecks of all 
kinds, steam tugs, launches, schooners, 
lighters, etc., to the number of about 200. 
Among them I noticed a small schooner of 
100 tons bearing the name‘ Harriet of Chi- 
cago.’ it belonged to the Chicago and Alaska 
Mining company. Much of the mining ma- 
chinery along the beach was buried from 
six to ten feet deep inthesand. The damage 
to the town itself was great, hundreds of 
tents were submerged. and many miners lost 
their entire outfits. The total loss is esti- 
mated at from $750,000 to $1,000.000."’ 

Owing to the great loss of provisions during 
the storm Mr. Lewis thinks that the food 
supply for the winter will be short. He 
writes: 

“There is a coal famine here, and what 
little coal remains is worth three times as 
much as before the storm. While the last 
steamers coming in from Seattle and San 
Francisco may add to the supply of coal and 
provisions, they will be scarce, especially 
since the difficulty of landing them Increases 
with the approach of the fall storms.”’ 

According to the writer 4@ general exodus 
has set in for the States, the miners fearing 
the hardships which the winter will entail. 

“Up to Sept. 7 8,400 of the imhabitants of 
the cape had returned to the United States." 


| Mr. Lewis states, ‘“‘and they will probably 


be followed by 10,000 more. Some will re- 
turn to the Yukon district. This will leave 
about 8,000 people to spend the winter at 
the cape.” 

Speaking of the health of the camp he says: 
“The death rate of Nome has been much 
lower than would be expected under the cir- 
cumstances. Altogether there were but fif- 
teen cases of smallpox, and few of typhoid 
and pneumonia. Of theseventy-two persons 
buried here twelve were drowned in the surf. 
The natives, however, by the adoption of civ- 
ilized methods, so-called, have become well- 
nigh exterminated.”
